The Bulls 


Speculation in the aged bull class 
centered around Pabst Burke Premier, 
Crescent Beauty Commander, Hallrose 
Hazel Pride and Christy Homestead 
Forerunner.

The Premier bull 
will soon be ten years old and he was 
given consideration for his age by 
Judge Innes in choosing him for the 
top of the class.

Pabst had a son of Pabst Sir 
Regal Fobes at the top of the junior 
yearlings followed by Carnation’s

over Hickory Creek Sandy on more 
depth of heart. In a fine class of bull 
calves, Oostie Standout and Prince 
Charles of Curtiss Candy were 
switched twice with the Oosterhuis 
bull finally getting the blue on 
strength of pasterns altho Prince 
Charles showed smoother in the shoul- 
ders than the winner.

The first five four year olds could 
have been lined up most any way. 
The [Illinois winner, Mooseheart’s 
Snowbank Fern Lady, was right in 
bloom, due soon, deep and strong with 
an udder the judge termed strongly 
attached. In second he placed the 
Braun's Sunny Lea Comet daughter, 
Meldomar Comet Doreen, which he 
called the most dairy of all, “sharp and 
clean”. Third was Bristol Farms’ nice- 
uddered daughter of Redfield Gypsie 
Bill, placed over Allen Hetts’ All- 
American 3-yr. old of 1952 on legs 
and strength of heart. 

Carnation won one of their blues in 
the three year old class on the beauti- 
ful Progressor daughter, Carnation 
Lola Tilda Beauty, winning over Gray 
View B D Crissy on length of udder 
and smoothness; (“Crissy” won third 
in udder class.)

Gray View Farms had a_ flashy 
daughter of Pabst Burke Tritomia 
Don at the head of the good class of 
26 2-yr. olds, “a lot of heifer, head 
character, style and spring of rib.” 
The quality and style of Pabst Farms’ 
daughter of Pabst Roamer Dean won 
over Bristol Farms’ daughter of Skokie 
Prince Fobes in third, a heifer Judge 
Innes called, “the best rear udder in 
the class.” 


Carnation won the senior yearling 
class with a Progressor daughter out 
of a Black Magic dam with Pabst 
following in second with a daughter 
of “Walker Lad” and third with a 
Regal daughter, all three deep strong 
heifers.

Judge J. P. Eves of Chicago provided 
the ringside at the Iowa State Fair 
with a couple of “tense moments” 
when he judged the 150 Holsteins at 
Des Moines on September 2. The first 
of these exciting incidents came on the 
selection of grand champion bull 
when Eves placed the grand champ- 
ionship on the senior yearling, Hick- 
ory Creek Stylemaster. The senior 
honors had been awarded to the Spies 
and Lein two year old, Spies Carna- 
tion Magic Ace, All-American senior 
yearling of last year. “Stylemaster” 
was high Honorable Mention All- 
American bull calf and was Eves’ 
choice for junior champion—it was a 
tough decision to make. The second 
thrill of the day came in the aged 
cow class when ManCry Co Farms’ 
ManCryCo Royal Rue stood first and 
Braun’s Sunny Lea Farms’ Nena Jo- 
hanna Pietertje was in second until a 
last minute switch when “Royal Rue” 
was put down to second place—with 
the second grand championship lost 
for Iowa.

As this is written, just before Labor Day, we appear 
to be drawing near the end of the “big burn”. For the 
past ten days or more most of the US east of the Rockies 
has been sweltering in 90 degree to 100 degree and higher 
temperatures. New all-time high records for heat have been 
generally recorded throughout this large area and few can 
remember when we have ever had such a projected hot 
spell over such a wide territory. 

It is too early to evaluate fully the effects of this 
weather on the dairy industry but some conclusions can 
be drawn from the scattering information now at hand. 

Certainly milk production has been hard hit and 
cows will not come back fully to their previous levels. In 
the New York milkshed this falling off has been so severe 
that dealers are scrambling for fluid supplies. Apparently 
the entire surplus which taxed manufacturing capacity 
and caused so much worry in June is now going into 
Class I for day-to-day consumption. We assume this situa- 
tion may exist in many other important markets. 


The result of course will be directly reflected in blend 
prices, regardless of any general class price increases that 
the situation may bring about. Some New York groups are 
calling for a raise in the Class-I price of about $1.00 a 
hundred because of the higher costs of production re- 
sulting from the burning up of pastures and the drafts 
already made on_next winter’s hay supplies. 


This situation points very directly to a strong market 
coming up for good fall freshening cows. For obvious 
reasons Holsteins should be in the forefront of this 
increased demand. 


The “big burn” illustrates the futility of trying to 
regulate production too closely to expected demand. It is 
beyond human wisdom. Perhaps this experience will ease 
our worry about too much abundance in our food supplies. 
“Excess reserves” are an important asset-as long as there 
are hungry people in the world. Food can be made a much 
more important weapon in the cold war as the recent ex- 
perience in Germany has so clearly demonstrated. 





Promoting International Competition 


We have always felt that international competition in 
the show ring was a good thing for breed advancement. 
That was our basic reasoning through the years in keeping 
the All-American awards fully open to Canadian competi- 
tion. 


As time went on it seemed that some pressures were 
developing and it was decided to limit Canadian participa- 
tion to animals which they might bring into competition 
at qualified U.S. shows. We also permitted U.S. owned 
animals to qualify from winnings at Canadian shows. We 
are continuing that program. 

Some of our breeders have felt that this international 
business was a one-way street. The Holstein-Friesian Jour- 
nal, which sponsors the All-Canadian awards, has now 
taken a commendable step in broadening their eligibility 
rules. Canadian-bred Holsteins winning for American 
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owners at qualified Canadian shows will be considered 
eligible for All-Canadian competition; also Canadian-owned 
animals winning at American shows. 

We commend this broadening of our companion 
Canadian show ring “World’s Series” which gained its 
original inspiration from the long established All-American 
awards. 





Recording Feed Information 


The Records Committee of the American Dairy 
Science Assn. at its recent annual meeting voted to discon- 
tinue recording roughage consumption on an individual 
cow basis for DHIA Standard Plan herds. For associations 
which want to keep feed records, roughage will be kept as a 
herd total. New barn sheets and calculating instructions 
will be available shortly. 

It is expected that this revision will save one-half the 
time testers spend in book work and should make more 
time available for keeping breeding dates and calving 
records more completely. Some of the states already had 
felt that the amount of roughage consumed even on a herd 
basis is at best an approximation, and have not been re- 


_ quiring figures to be filled in for it. 


' There is a considerable divergence of opinion among 
herd owners in DHIA on this matter of feed information. 
Our observation has been that its value may depend very 
largely upon the use made of it by the individual. If it is 
compiled primarily for the owner’s information and guid- 
ance, it has its most merit. If it is intended for competitive 
comparisons, it is probably worse than useless. 

We approve completely these new recommendations 
of the American Dairy Science Association. 





The Cover 


Niholm Baroness Hartog 3122129 (EX), our cover 
subject, has the honor of holding the second highest 2X 
butterfat record for our breed in the United States. She is 
also one of the select list of cows with two records above 
1000 Ibs. fat on 2X. 

In ten year old form she made in 365 days 2X in the 
Herd Test 28,696 Ibs. milk 4.0% 1140.0 Ibs. fat. This runs 
a very close second to the national championship HT per- 
formance of 1141.8 Ibs. fat by Nugget Walker Korndyke, 
famous Oregon Holstein. In a previous lactation at 8 years, 
Niholm Baroness Hartog made in 348 days 26,401 Ibs. 
milk, 1005 lbs. fat 3.8%. Both records were made at Lake- 
field Farms, Clarkston, Michigan where she makes her 
home. She was bred by Harvey Nigh, Springfield, Ontario 
as was her dam Snow Fayne Pabst (VG) both mother and 
daughter being imported by Lakefield. The dam made a 
2X HT record at 13 years of 19,103 Ibs. milk 656.9 Ibs. fat. 
The breeding is quite intensely Rag Apple. 


Lakefield sold a son of Niholm Baroness Hartog in the 
St. Paul National Sale last June for $1825 for export to 
Colombia.

Inspector Merle Campbell of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of Amer- 
ica has been spending several weeks 
in Colombia on business of the As- 
sociation.

Top dispersal sale of the year thus 
far was the Cashman Farms Dispersal, 
held September 12 at the farm near 
Hopewell Junction, N. Y. The average 
of $961 overall was most pleasing, 
especially as there had been no close 
elimination of older blemished cows 
which sold at not far above beef 
figures. 

The late Mr. Sol H. Cashman had 
spared no expense in assembling his 
foundation herd and his breeding 
program has made a fine contribution 
to breed improvement. 

Queen mother of the herd was 10- 
year-old Dunlogging Mistresses Gra- 
cious, one of the famous daughters of 
Dunloggin Woodmaster out of Dun- 
loggin LaGrace. Mr. Cashman acquir- 
ed her in the Cooper Dispersal at the 
top price of $10,000 in 1946. Over half 
the Cashman herd are now descended 
from her, principally through her son, 
the senior herd sire, Cashman Grace- 
ful Mister. 

Twice a state record breaker, and 
a life record to date above 135,000 Ibs. 
milk, and 5500 Ibs. fat, she was still 
sound and in excellent physical con- 
dition. Burr Sherwood, Livingston 
Manor, N. Y. outlasted a distinguished 
field of bidders, getting her at a price 
of $5300. Her seven-year-old son, Cash- 
man Graceful Mister, opened the sale. 
After a cautious start in the bidding, 
it developed that two breeding as- 
sociations in Pennsylvania had their 
sights set high on this particular bull. 
Added to the power on the dam’s side, 
his sire is a son of Dunloggin Deen 
Var (who is making such a splendid 
record at Harden Farms) out of a 
twice 1000-lb fat producer in the 
“45th” line. More important, his 
daughters here and in many other 
Eastern New York herds which have 
availed themselves of his service, are 
sensational both in type and produc- 
tion. 

Lehigh Valley Co-operative Farms, 
Allentown, Pa, were the final bidders 
at $9200 after a very reluctant’ sur- 
render by the NEPA group, of Tunk- 
hannock, Pa., who went to $9100. 

His yearling maternal brother, out 
of Mistress Gracious, and sired by

ANOTHER REPORT FROM

All-American winner as a_ junior 
yearling for Hickory Creek in 1951, 
was the Reserve Grand Champion for 
Guillermo H. Villa. First prize aged 
bull was Pabst Roamer Burke Bel- 
mont, a Roamer son bred by Pabst 
and exhibited by Nicholas Sierra. 

In the female section grand champ- 
ion went to an old friend from Canada 
Hildix Sovereign Kay, daughter of 
Spring Farm Sovereign Supreme bred 
by Dixon Fraser and exhibited by 
Guillermo H. Villa. The first five cows 
in the aged class had all been classi- 
fied “Excellent”. The second place

FRIESIAN H. B. SOCIETY STUDIES 
SOLIDS-NOT-FAT 

In the current issue of its publica- 
tion The Friesian Herd Book Society 
reports on a study of the content of 
milk of Friesian cows as regards 
solids-not-fat and the relationship be- 
tween the fat content and the solids- 
not-fat. 

This study was begun in 1950 
through joint effort of the society and 
the Federation of Co-operative Dairy 
Factories. Effort was made also to get 
an insight into the possible influence 
of heredity on the content of solids- 
not-fat. Accordingly the experiment 
was set up to examine over a complete

though the investigation was designed 
primarily to be informative in char- 
acter and was limited to a compara- 
tively small number of animals. 
Conclusions 

I. Milk from Friesian cows with an 
average Fat content of about 4% will 
generally have an average content of 
Solids-Not-Fat that is not below 8.50 
and often rises to 9.00, or higher. 

II. With low Fat-content the content 
of Solids-not-fat will be lower as a 
rule than with higher Fat-content. 

Ill. As the Fat-content rises the 
Solids-not-fat content rises in a lesser 
degree. 

IV. With cows that produce milk 
with an equal Fat-content rather big 
differences may occur regarding the 
contents of Solids-not-fat. 

V. With 55 Friesian cows of 2 years 
of age with an average Fat-content 
over the first lactation period of about 
4% varying from 3.60-4.45, the content 
of Solids-not-fat varied from 8.50-9.20 
and the average amounted to 8.85. 

The cow with an abnormally low 
Fat-content has not been considered

iods, there is some positive correla- 
tion. 

VII. It seems that the soil, just as 
is the case with the Fat-content of the 
milk, exercises little influence on the 
contents of the milk as regards Solids- 
not-fat. 

VIII. Cows with a low milk-yield 
probably give milk with a somewhat 
higher content of Solids-not-fat with 
the same Fat-content. 

IX. The data available do not per- 
mit of any conclusions about the in- 
fluence of the bull on the content of 
Solids not fat in the milk of his 
daughters. That the daughters of the 
bull Bert had the highest Fat-content 
in the milk and along with that the 
lowest content of Solids-not-fat is re- 
markable but as the daughters of Bert 
had also the highest milk-yield, and it 
is not beyond possibility that there is 
some connection between the quantity 
of milk and the content of Solids-not- 
fat, the real problem remains un- 
solved. 

X. As R is a collective integer for 
albumen, lactose and ash it is desir- 
able that a further research considers 
the components of R separately, for 
which, also on economic grounds, the 
albumen content (respectively casein 
content) of the milk must be first 
considered.

Notables sketched briefly by the host 
included a granddaughter of Roamer 
with 622 lbs. at 4 years; a deep Mont- 
vic Chieftain granddaughter that was 
first 4-year-old at the Vt. Black & 
White Show; a daughter of the full 
sister to the twice 1100-Ib. 3X “Gay” 
at Osborndale; and of course many 
others. 


Since my visit the Upwey unit at 
Fairlee, some 50 or 60 miles from the 
home farm, has been dispersed. Mr. 
and Mrs. Farrell found the distance 
between farms too great for efficient 
operation and now are concentrating 
their attention on one milking unit. 
One thing is sure—the Holstein indus- 
try benefits when it attracts two such 
likable and enterprising young people 
as the Farrells into its ranks. 


TYLER FARMS 


Tyler Farms, in west central Ver- 
mont near West Newbury, is famed 
not only for its Holsteins but also as a 
location where one may see a pano- 
rama of valley and mountain scenery 
seldom matched. It was a beautiful 
day and a pleasant trip from Wood- 
stock through Fairlee on up to Brad- 
ford, there to meet Dick Mallary who 
obligingly guided me to Tylers’. The 
Tyler brothers, Russell and Lawrence, 
are continuing the herd established 
by their father, the late J. B. C. Tyler, 
more than 40 years ago, and it was

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Russell who showed us the 100 head 
in the barns and heifer pens. 


One of the best known sires ever 
used here was Montvic Posch Rag 
Apple (VG-GM) and practically every 
animal traces to him. This son of 
J-R.A.P. and Lady Meg Posch was 
used at Mount Victoria before his 
purchase by the Tylers. After head- 
ing the Tyler herd, Posch was sold to 
Leon A. Piguet in New York, from 
there returning to Mallary Farms 
whose owners had seen how wonder- 
fully the Posch daughters developed. 

Only one Posch daughter remained 
at the time of my visit, Tyler Farms 
Posch Snowdrop (Ex), who was Na- 
tional Champion 15-year-old with 755 
fat, 18,610 milk (4.1%), coming back 
at 17 years to make 640 lbs. Past 18 
years of age when I saw her, this 
grand old cow was bred and believed 
in calf. Volume 8 of the Green Book 
lists four Tyler bred Posch daughters— 
14, 15, 16 and 17 years old; 3 Excel- 
lent and 1 Very Good — giving an in- 
dication of their value. 

Montvic Rag Apple Gladiator (VG), 
son of Raymondale Ideal Successor and 
Montvic Bonheur Dale (she out of a 
Posch daughter), is another well known 
sire. He has 20 daughters, mostly 
well advanced in age, but has re- 
turned from Morris Farms and is again 
in heavy service so another crop of 
calves is arriving to supplement their 
great older sisters in the herd. 

Tyler Farms Colonel, by Mallary 
Farms Rag Apple Triumph and from 
the Posch daughter, Elsie, with 1051 
Ibs. fat, has 25 daughters, four milk- 
ing and two in their second lactation. 
Like the Posch daughters, they appear 
to be slow maturing, the two older 
showing a tremendous increase over 
their first-calf performance. A _pa- 
ternal and % brother to Colonel is 
Tyler Farms Lee, from the 805-lb. 
5% Lena. Lee was 4 years old in 
May and his oldest daughters are ap- 
proaching freshening. One other sire 
has daughters in the herd, Tyler Farms 
Pioneer, by Pathfinder from Vale, one 
of the greatest Posch daughters. His

offspring too are slow maturing, but 
providing some of the real milk cows 
in the herd. 

The only sire not mentioned earlier 
has 30 daughters coming along, two 
milking, many due this fall. He is 
Clyde Hill Sunbeam Zuba, by Clyde 
Hill Sunbeam Transmitter (VG) and 
from Clyde Hill Zuba Amarilla Lad 
(VG at 2y). His two milking daugh- 
ters show up well—one in particular a 
sharp shouldered dairy heifer that has 
milked up to 60 Ibs. on 2X. This 
Sunbeam Pride Transmitter grandson 
was selected as the outcross for the 
Tyler Rag Apples only after most 
careful consideration and so far the 
results seem most pleasing. 

After viewing Snowdrop, we took a 
look at some of the Gladiator daugh- 
ters—an 848-lb. 4.7% tester, now 11 


years old; Mary (VG), with over 800 
lbs. fat for a top record and a total to 
date of about 117,000 Ibs. milk at 11 
years; Lena (Ex), maternal sister to 
the Lee sire, with 818 lbs. fat and over 
100,000 Ibs. milk, still going strong; 
Jessie (VG), the oldest Gladiator, 
nearly 12 years and with 773 Ibs. fat, 
she a full sister to the “VG-GM” Glad- 
iator son at Sleepy Hollow in Cali- 
fornia. 

After seeing this good herd we wan- 
dered out in the spring sunshine and, 
while looking at some of the heifers, 
visited a few minutes with Mr. Tyler. 
One of the most interesting things he 
told us was that when the first group 
of Posch daughters had finished their 
first lactations, the best record of the 
entire group was $30 Ibs. fat! What 
a loss it would have been had they

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butchered the sire then, without wait- 
ing to see what future years would 
bring. 

For some years about half the herd 
has been milked 3X and many of the 
records quoted above are in that cate- 
gory. Due to the increasing diffi- 
culty of getting help, Tyler Brothers 
are now on an all 2X schedule, but if 
they milk only once-a-day they'll still 
get a lot of milk from the factories in 
the Tyler stable. 


DICK’S PLACE 


From Tyler Farms we retraced the 
winding road down the mountainside 
to Bradford and Dick’s Place, the 250- 


acre farm owned and operated by 
Richard Mallary. Occupying one of 
the longest barns in Vermont, the 
stable is only partially filled with 
Dick’s 85 head, of which less than 
half are milking age. Most of the 
cows were purchased within the past 
couple of years although some of the 
foundations were acquired several 
years back when Dick was at home 
at Mallary Farm. 

I first met Dick at the Knollwood- 
Elgan reduction sale two or three years 
back, and occupying one of the honor 
stanchions is Knollwood Chieftain 
Sally, purchased at that sale. As a 2- 
year-old Sally classified Very Good, was

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first at the Vt. Black & White Show 
(1951), and finished with 454 Ibs. fat. 
At 3 years she made better than 550 
lbs. and she makes a handsome addi- 
tion to the herd. 


Next to Sally was a Quintessence 
daughter from the Whirlhill Dispersal. 
On 2X—like all the milkers here—she 
made 381 Ibs. at 2 years; 450 at 3 
years and, fresh as a 4-year-old, was 
milking 65 Ibs., still going up when I 
saw her. Another nice one was an 
older cow purchased from Fred Dole. 
Second aged cow at the 1952 Black & 
White Show, she has 570 Ibs. at 5 years. 
Another show winner is one from the 
John Abbott herd that was grand 
champion at the Connecticut Valley 
Exposition in 1952. She has a calf 
every year, turning out better than 500 
fat each time. Her son by Glenafton 
Keystone was grand champion as a 
calf at the 1952 B & W Show and is 
now owned by A. W. Gilpatrick up 
in Maine. 

Other highlights of the herd include 
a Joel Barney bred 2-year-old on AR 
and milking over 60 lbs.; a deep white 
Posch daughter with over 24,000 milk 
and 881 fat on 3X—with an “Excellent” 
910-lb. full sister; two big, outstand- 
ing daughters of Butterfly First Lochin- 
var; and a granddaughter of the Si- 
mone cow that should be over 700 Ibs.

MALLARY FARM 


The Mallary herd has been dis- 
cussed previously in the WORLD so I 
will restrict this to some general ob- 
servations. At this and previous visits 
my impression has been that here good 
management prevails—every detail is 
attended to and it is a positive pleas- 
ure for the visitor to inspect the spot- 
less barns, tidy fields and well-kept, 
impressive cows.

The breed- 
ing of each of these sires has been 
touched upon in the columns concern- 
ing Tyler Farms, Dick’s Place and Up- 
wey Farms. 

Herd sires present are Triumph, 
rangy, open and dairy; Emblem, much 
the same style as Triumph; Glenafton 
Keystone, inbred Marksman from Glen- 
afton Laurel Nancy; and Glenafton 
Excelsior, Marksman son from Glen- 
afton L Milady Patsy. Keystone and 
Excelsior are both on the compact 
side in appearance. 

Perhaps I enjoyed most seeing old 
Audrey Posch and her daughter, Ar- 
when I saw her she had started out 
again with over 3 lbs. of fat per day 
for her first 46 days. She is a real 
favorite. A younger son of Mira, 
full brother to Miracle, has also seen 
some service. 

Two others that should be men- 
tioned are Fairlee Abbekerk Alice, by 
Triumph from Knollwood Chieftain 
Abbekerk, and one of the first milking 
daughters of the Keepsake sire, from 
a Triumph daughter. Alice will be 
two this fall and carries 50% of the 
blood of J.R.A.P., the Keepsake daugh- 
ter was just fresh, starting off at 47 
Ibs. daily with over 4% test. 

Although comparatively new, the 
herd is accredited and certified, en- 
rolled in AR, HIR and DHIA.

Mallary Farm Posch Betsy, good 
uddered founder of the “Betsy” fam- 
ily, is now reported with 115,901 Ibs. 
milk with 4,488 Ibs. fat in six lacta- 
tions, a high record of 810 Ibs. fat 
from 20,264 Ibs. milk at 8y 11m, and 
with five other records over 700 Ibs. 

Of special interest were the young- 
est Posch daughter and the oldest 
Triumph. Mallary Farm Posch Prim- 
rose, 9 years old, started out with 612 
at 2 years, over 700 with second calf 
and 892 lbs. with 3d calf. Last year 
she made 983 lbs. The oldest Tri- 
umph, classified Very Good, is finish- 
ing her third calf record now. 

I hated to leave Mallary Farm after 
such a cursory inspection but the 
schedule called for an afternoon’s trip 
down state. 


CHURCHILL RANCH 

Following rather intricate directions 
received from various informants, I 
dropped down toward Westmoreland 
Depot, N. H., for my first look at a 
herd of Crescent Beautys at L. W. & 
R. K. Churchills’, I never would have 
found the place except for a fortunate 
coincidence—Mrs. Churchill happened 
to be at a farm where I stopped to 
get more detailed instructions, thus I 
was able to follow her Buick from there 
to Churchill Ranch. 

Mr. Churchill had just returned 
after driving Whitey Thomson to the 
Springfield airport so he was all 
primed with Crescent Beauty enthu- 
siasm, ready to give another visitor a 
fast look at the herd. 

The Churchills have been 30 years 
on this farm, and their first purebreds 
came from the 1941 Blue Ribbon Sale 
at Waukesha. Their first influential 
sire was purchased from Whitey 
Thomson through the recommenda- 
tion of Glen Householder. This sire 
was Crescent Prince of Rock (VG), son 
of Crescent Butter Boy Prince and 
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Crescent Field Canary. Prince left 32 
daughters in the herd, from calves on 
up to 10 years of age. 

In 1946 Dibble Crescent Beauty King 
(GP) was purchased from Ben Dibble. 
King, by King Segis Crescent (VG- 
SMT) from the 602-lb. Dibble Cres 
cent Ormsby Gem, paternal sister to 
Crescent Prince of Rock, is also gone, 
leaving 13 daughters, one of whom 
topped this year’s Twin-State Sale. 

Next in succession, and present herd 
sire, is Crescent Beauty Gold Rush, 
purchased in 1949 from Allen Hetts, 
by Typesetter, maternal brother to the 
All-American “Gloria.” The dam of 
Gold Rush is an “Excellent” Crescent 
Beauty that was 2nd at the Waukesha 
show in the spring of this year. Gold 
Rush has about 30 daughters, the old- 
est due this fall. At the time of our 
visit negotiations for a son of Hickory 
Creek Gomar had just been completed. 

The use of these sires has resulted 
in a herd of 120 head, all home bred 
and every animal related. Since the 
fifty cows were being milked, we did 
not take too much time with the indi- 
viduals although we did note the “Ex- 
cellent” daughter of Prince, C Ranch 
Crescent Maude in River who has 557 
fat, 14,910 milk in 283 days on 2X at 
8 years. 

We learned that the Hickory Creek 
manager had made two purchases, one 
a 4-H calf by Gold Rush we under- 
stand is intended for one of the 
Thomson youngsters; the other a 3- 
year-old by a home bred son of the 
“Excellent” Maude. 

Churchill Ranch is handy to Brattle- 
boro and has received widespread, al- 
though sometimes unknown, publicity 
through the use of the herd for photo- 
graphs that appear in Association pro- 
motional material. You may recall 
one picture that was nationally pub- 
licized—taken during the hunting 
season it showed a Holstein cow with 
the words “This is a cow” painted on 
her side. That was a Churchill Ranch 
Holstein, the idea was Ben Brown’s. 

The Churchill herd is enrolled in 
the improvement programs of the As- 
sociation and has qualified for its 
third Progressive Breeders’ Award. 


HILLTOP 

Owner Charles Stroh was absent 
when a party of us descended on Hill- 
top (can you descend to a Hilltop?) 
just over the line from Springfield at 
Suffield, Conn. Herdsman Larry Fitch 
proved to be a capable guide who 
thoroughly knows his cows—and he 
needed to for in our crowd were such 
distinguished cowmen as Fred Nichols, 
Bill Baker, Jim Osborn and Charles 
Backus. Bombarded by questions from 
every side, Larry was kept on his toes.
